Because rural carriers start out on 
their routes from the postoflicc every 
morning- at S o'clock, it is necessary 
10 have packages at the office before 
that time in order to have them de- 
livered the same day. 
Postmaster 
runnftigham states that many mer- 
chants and .others bring: packages In 
late and expect them to be delivered 
the same dav, but this is impossible 
as Just one delivery a day is made 
on tlie rural routes. 
If stamps n.re kept by the mer- 
chants at their places of business and 
put on the packages, delivery is as- 
sured if brought to the office before 
S 
The stamp window does not open 
until that time. Stamps have to bo 
secured a day before. 


A. drive -by the post office depart- 
ment and all postofliccs is 
being, 
rnade at present to have more mer- 
chants take advantage' of tlie rural 
delivery, and they are also urging 
the farmers to use it more. Farmers 
can send produce to the city and to 
other farms, and merchants can send 
produce to the farmers,; at a cost 
that is less than the present delivery 
system In the city. The rural car- 
riers carry and sell stamps and grlve 
all informarton about this system.

In the Cassette, Saturday, appeared the full text 


of tho arulberger law which Is before the people 
oC the state for final action -by referendum at tho 
September primary. How will you vote? 
One o£ 


the reasons for the passage oC the law atythe be- 
ginning was that the beer interests, oC the state 
wanted logal permission to sell beer of a 2 "/•;.•. pet- 
cent alcoholic content. 
But by the decision of 


Uie supreme 
court sustaining the 'eighteenth. 


amendment and the Volstead act, that part of the 
JMtttberger law is annulled. However the act pro- 
vides that if any part of the law is made inoper- 
ative the other clauses shall.stand. 


It will be -well to read the law carefully and 


we believe after that has been done it will be de- 
cided that in spite oC its objectionable 21C- per 
cent clause the people will vote-for the law. This 
bill Is the regulatory measure for tho enforce- 
ment ot prohibition. It authorizes the prohibi- 
tion commissioner, his deputies, makes the sher- 
iff and deputies and other peace officers jointly 
responsible for'the enforcement oE the law, and,is 
drastic enough about keeping liciuor on the prem- 
ises to make the la%v effective if enforced. 


The passage ot this law will wipe out the saloon 


in Wisconsin. It will put anjend to the standing 
bar and the brass Eoot rail will no longer be a 
part of the furniture oC the soft drink place. No 
standing bar or counter can be maintained undei 
the Mulberger law. 
Then .the regulations in 


reference to soft drink selling places, license fees 
sanitation, and the right of determination of the 
people as to whether any place shall be licensed 
to .sell any liquors with even one-half of ono pet 
;ent alcohol are o£ importance.

While tt is true that the,supreme court with 


ono blow' nullified the higher; alcoholic content 
permitted, and the clauses in the Mulbcrger law

THE VOICE OF AMERICA SPEAKS 


THROUGH HARDING. 


There was no equivocation in the speech ot 


Senator Warren G. .Harding on Saturday' when 
he -told the Indiana delegation about the league 
of nations. It was the voice of America speaking 
for America. 
We have had so many briefs for 


other nations, so many speeches in. behalf oC 
stricken Europe and Asia that it is rather .thrilling 
to hear a presidential candidate speak for his own, 
ills native land. There was little question as to 
Senator Hardlng's attitude in his acceptance 
speech. -That seemed to be clear enough that ho 
wan in 
favor o£ an international league with 


American interests protected. 
But some made 


effort to believe .his utterance was ambiguous. 


That the league is utterly powerless to prevent 


wars is already proved. That the league is one of 
force and operates as planned<and signed by .the 
US nations, to "prevent war by power of might 
and not by the power ot right," ia clearly shown 


' by the senator. Had we been a member oC th 


league,, the moral obligation would have -been t> 
support'.;Poland in tho war wth Russia—an "tin 
thinkable thing," said Senator Harding'. He sum 
moiia the president as a witness and quotes Mr 
Wilson at the conference between the foreign're- 
lations committee and Uic president on the sub- 
ject of our obligations under the league, as an- 
swering that "our moral obligation was greate 
than the legal" in the premises, and that we would 
be ''untrue it' we did not keep our word"—and go 
to war.

establish a conmiunity center where' his parish- 
ioners can ha%'c "feasts, see,movies, read books, 
play games and incidentally . hear the word. oC 
God expounded by a young man who looks, talks 
and rides lilce a cowpuucher. 


The regular garb of .tlie Reverend Traveller 


consists of a flannel shirt, a pair of khaki trou- 
sers, highr'hceled riding boots; and an. enormous 
felt hat. He spends most oE 3iis lime riding from 
one mining camp, ranch or cow camp to the next. | 
:ij'or this purpose he has two fine saddle horses 
which are spotted black and white, and are as 
like as two peas. The preacher can be rccogrnlzec 
a. mile away by the unusual color schemes oE his 
mounts, for which he has ret used five hundred 
dollars. 
He 3ias also a good car for reaching 


such points as are accessible br road. Incidental- 
ly, he lives in one ot the best brick houses in 
town, and has an attractive wife and a large" fam- 
ily of. litUe Travellers.

A circuit rider is supposed- to hold services 


when he can get together enough people, and 
also to marry couples, bury the dead, christen 
the babies and comfoct the" bereaved. 
The Rev- 


erend Traveller perEotrms all -of .these functions 
as much as possible, but that,'it appears; is not 
very much. In few of the places that he strikes 
are there enough people to justify a formal ser- 
mon. 
Worse yet, when these people get married 


they go-off to some large town to have it done. 
It appears that they seldom have children and 
never die. ' This makes the conventional duties 
oE the circuit rider very light, but lie makes a 
lot oE duties for himself. He'lacts as a sort'o£ 
general friend and councilor to all and sundry, 
and this interpretation of his clerical function 
seems very acceptable .lo the people of Cimarron, 
for the preacher is popular.

more Imperative that the United States does not 
enter under the Versailles treaty.i
